I have madesome convenient little things 
for my baby which a number of mothers 
have asked me to write about, says @ cor- 
respondent. Z 

First, I will tell you of my baby-creeper, 
Icuta plain waist and cut the neck _low 
and the armholes large co as to be easily 
puton. The skirt wae cut twice the length 
of anordinary dress, and in the hem at the 
bottom I run a pieceof one-half inch elastic 


the length of the child’s waist measure. 
For my baby it was twenty-two inches 
The waist is best if made double. The 
creeper is put on over the ordipary dress, 
and the elastic band is stretched with _the 
hands and put around the child’s waist up 
beneath the skirt bands.

In the kitchen my baby wears a little

Grapes Canned Whole.—Heat cans very 
hot, fill them with stemmed grapes, cover 


with boiling water, seal and let stand ten | 


minutes. Pour off the water, cover with 
thin boiling syrup and seal. 


Grapes Canned Cold.—Boil water and 


hermetically seal -ull cold. Make ready a 


quantity of grapes cut trom whole bunches 


in clusters of three or four. Let no grape 


stem, also remove all

caus with these clusters, then cover to the 
brim with water immediately after the can 
containing it is opened; seal at once, 
Another method is to fill cans with grapes 
prepare! in tne same way, under water. 
brop them in carefully till the grapes 
have displaced the water and _ filled the 
can, then screw onthe cover under water 
One or two clusters as large as wili go in 
the can without bruising, may be put up 
in this way, and look Leautitully. The 
success of thia method depends upon the 
certainty that no individual grape is 
loosened from its stem.

@ pair of scissors all green or imperfect 
grapes and any that are in the least joosen- 
ed from thestems. Line the bottom and 
sides of paper and shallow wooden boxes 
with any paper except newspaper ; put in 
loosely a layer of grapes, cover with paper, 
then a layer of grapes, till the box is full, 
Cover and keep in a moderately dry place 
till there is no danger otf Irost. 

Most cellars are too damp to store grapes. 
If kept toodry the grapes will shrivel. 
Examine occasionally and remove ail im- 
perfect or decayed grapes. We have kept 
them in this way till April, placing them 
in acold room and covering with blankets 
in freezing weather. 


Ripe Grape Jelly. — Heat stemmed grapes 
slowly, breaking a small quantity to start 
the juice. Putafew at a time in cheese 
cloth and express the juice with lard 
aqueezers if you have them. Quarter and 
core, but mof pare, juicy tart apples, 
Cook and press ‘out the juice. Add one- 


sugar and boil 15 minutes or until of the 
consistency of fruit butters. 


Pickled Grapes.—Fill a stone jar with 
alternate layers of white sugar and clus- 
ters of ripe, freshly picked grapes using 
sugar freely. Fill the jar one-third fall of 
cold cider vinegar. As the grapes settle 
put ona pete and weight but do not press 
sufficiently to bruise the grapes or loosen 
them from the atems. In a week or two 
add sweetened vinegar if necessary to cov- 
er. Keep tightly covered and let stand two 
months before_ using. 


Grape Jam.—Stew the grapes until they 
are tender, then rub them through a colan- 
der. For every 4 teacupfuis of pulp use 3 
teacupfuls of good brown sugar. Boil till 
when a little is dropped on a plate no 
moisture gathers about the edge and it 
looks dry and glistening. All jam and 
and fruit butter must be stirred very often 
as they scorch easily. 

Grape Preserves.—Place the skins and 
pulp of grapes (after removing the seeds) in 
akettle and cock with a little water till 
tender, then add sugar pound fer pound and 
keep just at scalding heat 15 minutes. 
allowed to boil the skins wiil become tough. 
Seal hot in pint or quart cans. The kettle 
should be covered while the skins and pulp 
are cooking.

ARE THE RICH GKOW:NG RICHER. 


Mr. Giffen Savs the Masses of Great Brit- 

_ alk Are Receiving the Whole of the 

Great Material Improvement in That 
Country. : 

In contribution to the North American 
Review, which deserves careful attention, 
Mr. W. H. Maillock considers an assump- 
tion, which gives the main. impulse to the 
socialistic propaganda, and he shows that | 


this is wholly without foundation. The} 


assumption is that under the conditions | 


of contemporary civilization which is 
reared: upon the principle of individual 
property and upon the application of mach- 
inery to industry, poverty is increasing at 
a distressing and fcrmidabie rate. That 
the rich are growing richer apd the poor 
poorer was taken for granted by Karl Marx, 
and thé ‘assertion is continually repeated 
in socialistic spe2ches and writings. Mr. 
Malluck, however, undertakes to prove 
that the reverse is the case in Engiand, 
which Marx ‘himself accepted as the most 
perfect’ example of the working of the 
latest type of civilization. What, therefore, 
is true of England must be true also of other 
countries where like conditions prevail. 
It is to Mr. Giffen, the Statistical Secre- 
tary to the Board of Trae, that English 
Socialists, when it suits their purpose, are 
wont to appeal as to the greatest living 
autiority. But Mr. Gitfen, as the Review 
points out, hasdeclared that so far as ‘‘the 
individuai income” is concerned, ‘it would 
not be far short of the mark to say that the 
whole of the great material improvement 
of the ,past fity years has gone to the 
masses,” The clear, cold light of statisticg 


| reveals the fact thatin England the average 


fortunes:of the rich are distinctly, if not 
greatly decreasing; that persons possessed 


| of moderate meana, say from $750 to $5,000 


a year, ate increasing faster than any other 
class ; while the average increase of indivi- 
dual incomes has been greatest among the 
wage-earning masses. Not only do the 
masses receive on tn average larger in- 
comes, bat these procure them more com- 
forts and luxuries ; they inhabit better 
houses, wear better ciothes, consume per 


head an increasing quantity of meat, but- 
ter, tea, sugar and tobacco ; and, according 
to the last census, the persons who minister 
exclusively to the amusement of the masses 
have increased in ten years some S( per 
cent. If the socialistic assumption had any 
foundation, we might expect it to prove 
true in this respect, that, though the rum- 
ber of moderate incomes is increasing, ihe 
number of employers and sma!! tradesmen 
18 decreasing, small factories being merged 
in larger ones, and many small shops in a 
few giganticemporiums, Even this seems 
not to be the case. The number of small 
manufacturing firms and retail shops in 
London hax during the last ten years kept 
pace with the growth of population, while 
the number or textile factories instead of 
lessening, :as Karl Marx predicted, has 
increased from 6,807 in 1870 to 7,465 in 
1885. 

How has it happened that an assumption 
really counter to the facts -is so generally 
put forward asa truism? The currency of 
the mistake is due to the tendency of those 
persons whom Mr. Mallock would describe 
as economic impressionists, to confuse phe- 
nomena essentially distinct : to confound, 
that is to say, a mere change in the distri- 
bution of -poverty with a vrowth of the 
evil; and to overlook the fact that even 
when poverty in a given piace exhibits an 
absolute increase, it may at the same time 
have decreased in that place relatively to | 
the population, It is, in truth, no paradox 
that a town, a county, a nation, may, asa 
whole, be gfowing constantly more pros- 
perous, and yet may contain dn increasing 
amount of squa'or and misery. The ex- 
planation is that, wherever the modern in- 
dustrial system has been introduced, at 
whatever spot labor has been maased to- 
gether and put in operation by capital 
handied with intellect and ability, there 
has resulted not oniy an enormous increase 
in the proddction of wea!th, but alsoa 
great increasé in the local population ; and 
thus, though: the gross product of wealth 
per head of those employed and the share 
thereof taken.in the shape of wages or in- 
comes by each member of a great majority 
of the population may Le increasing year 
by year; yet there may continue to exist a 
minority or residum whioh faiis to par- 
ticipate in tné general progress, and which 
may increasein absolute number, while 
relatively to the population it may be dim- 
inishing. To illustrate this point, Mr. 
Maliock takes the case of a village of tive 
hundred inhabitants expanding into a 
manufacturing community of fifty thousand. 
He assumes that in the village. nineteen- 
tweptieths of the population were. weli 5o 
do and only one-twentieth were poor. The 
proportion would give a pauper class of 
twenty-five. After tne village has grown 
into a city of fifty thousand, a census of its 
pauper class is taken, and this is found to 
number a thousand persons. Those who 
look merely at the superficial fact of 
absolute increase will denounce the modern 
industrial system for having produced a 
thougand miserable human beings where 
there were only twenty-five before, while, 
in truth, the proportion ofthe paupers 
to che prosperous was far greater formeriy 
than it is now.’ Inthe village there was 
one unfortunate being to twenty fortunate 
ones; in the city there ia but one to 
fifty. } 

To what should we attribute the often} 
observed tendency to confound an absolute 

local increase of poverty with an increase 

relative to population? Mr, Maliock wouid 

ascribe it not to stupidity or dishonesty, 
but, in most cases, to thoughtlessness or 
ignorance. It -is evident, however, that 
law-makers and the enlighteners of pubiic 
opinion, who are the physicians o° tk 2 body 
politic, can no more be ‘nduiged 1 © ch

itself, the problem which the statesman has 
to solve is not how to revolutionize our 
present institations in the interests of the 
unfortunate, but how to abeorb their rela- 
tively decreasing numbers into the society 
which economic impressionists and Social- 
ists would destroy.

A despatch from Detroit, Mich., ssys:—

Improved Brace For Wire Fences. 

One trouble with wire fences is the lia- 
bility of the wires to become loose, sagging 
Gown or iosing their tension. This is

Harvésting and Storing Roots. 

The firat thing to be done in the harvest- 
ing and storing roots, is tocut off their 
tops with a sharp hoe, while the roots are 
yet in thé ground, pulling the tops trom 
two rows-into one. To pull the roots take 
a plow—one with an old mold board with 
the upper half broken offis best—plow 
them out, throwing two rows together into 
the space not occupied by the tops. The 
few roots that are wholly covered with the 
ooil may be thrown out with a fork. In 
gathering the roots, use no baskets, but 
throw them directly into the wagon, cau- 
tioning ttie loaders to take one root in each 
hand, knock them together to jar off the 
soil. Thé load is driven directly to the 
cellar, where a chute has been constructed, 
about the length of the wagon box and 
leading to the cellar. The advantage of 
the chute consists in two or three men 
being able to work at unloading at the 
same timé without being in each other's 
way. The chute should be constructed 
with a slatted bottom, so that all the loose 
dirt will drop to the ground. This freeing 
of the roots from earth is an important 
factor in theirkeeping, as they will certain- 
ly decay if much earth and litter is left 
adhering. To further aid in the cleansing 
process, a dry time should be selected for 
the work. 

The general rule is to harvest roots the 
first week in November, though circum- 
stances might make a difference of a week 
in the time. It is considered unwise to 
leave them out longer, if the weather per- 
mits the work. For convenience in feed- 
ingahd to keep a comparatively high 
temperature, the bin is placed in the centre 
of the basement of alarge barn- The sides 
are made by boarding up the studding on 
theinsida saxt the roots, with cheap, 
rough lumber. The outsideis covered first 
with building paper and then with matched 
hemlock al In very cold seasons, a 
a@ covering of straw will prevent the roote 
from becoming frosted, Two or three ven- 
tilatmg tubes should be placed amsnq_ the 
roots, These are cheaply made by nailing 
tour six-inch boards together, forming ® 
tube, boring augur holes in the four sides 
at frequent intervals. Stored in this man- 
ner, roots. may be ferfectly preserved until 
the middle of May.

Four qua.ts of red clover 
should be added at the proper time the 
following.spring. This management should 
not only. yield a good crop of grain, bats 
fine sod as well. The fall-sown timothy 
grows rapidly, and, combined with the 
growing grain, soon offers sufficient resist- 
ance and tenacity to the surface soil as 
to present any serious damage from the 
washing of hillsides thus grassed over.

Ploughing by Steam. 

At the Lowe farm, near Morris, Manic 
toba, the combined steam plow/and thresher 
has been at work. The plows are ten in 
number and are drawn by a traction en- 
gine. There is a threshing outfit attached, 
and as the machine goes along men throw 
sheaves of grain on it, the grain comes out 
at the sides and the straw is carried for- 
ward to feed the fires in the engine.

George W. Thomas, of Orange, N. J., 
who is said to represent a syndicate, with 
a capital of $750,000, has chartered the tug 
Chester, owned by E. R. Lowe, a Coenties 
slip wrecker,and fitted her out with wreck- 
ing appliances of thelatest pattern. The 
boat has been undergoing repairain Hallett’s 
Cove for some weeks, and is now about 
ready for her work, 

The Cheater will be moored exactl 
above the spot where the wreck lies, aul 
eo moored that it will remain stationary 
regardless of the tides. This in iteelf will 
be a feat attended by no little difficulty, 
for it will be necessary to carry two stout 
hawsers ashore, in additicn to tne four 
avchora which will be ot down to seaward 
and from the bow and stern. 


ENTIRELY NEW METHOD. 


The work of previous explorere of the 
bottom has been interrupted by the rapid- 
ity with which the carrent filled up their 
submarine excavations. The plan upva 
which Mr. Thomas will proceed will avoid 
trouble of this kind. 

The wreck is aimost completely buried, 
and the sand is packed compactly about the 
hull. Divers will be sent down to loosen 
the sand and earth that hides the wreck a8 
a given point. At that point a big tube, 
connected with a powerfal suction pump on 
board the Chester, will be applied. The 
loosened material will thus be pumped to 
the surface, and then shot through e giant 
sieve. This sieve will not permit the pas- 
sage of anything as large as a guinea. 

That is the generai pian. The wreckers 
and ‘divers will, dig and pump until they 
have filled the sieve with British gold or 
are satisfied that theyhave worked over an 
area so large that the story of the Hussar’s 
treasure 

HAS BEEN PROVEN A MYTH. 


The men who have attempted to reach 
the cofters of the Hussar since 1780 have 
failed in every instance, if they are to b 
believed, but the story of sunken gold ha 
just as many believers to-day as it ever had. 

o later than June last s Connecticut syn- 
dicate was digging up the bottom of the 
sound off Port Morris, and many similar 
attempts have been made between that 
point and Hell Gate. 

It is believed now that the huli of the 
wrecked war ship has been located to a 
nicety, and that by examining with care 
an area of about two hundred square feet 
the treasure story may be settled definitely 
at last. 

And if it proves true—this story of 
British guineas—the speculators will be 
richly rewarded. The Hussar was a 
thirty-two gun ehip, about two hundred 
feet long. She arrived here in November 
i780, in company with the man-of-war 
Mercury. Togetner they carried $4,800, 
000, which was intended to pay olf the 
British troops in America. The Mercury 
remained here, andthe Hussar, teking on 
board the treasure of her sister ship, set 
sail for New London. 

STORY OF THK WRECK. © 


Although the pilot was not very familiar 
with the channel the captain decided te 
save some time by taking @ short out im 
passing Hell Gate. The Hussar struck a 
sunken reef, and as she was badiy damaged 
her commander decided to run her arhore, 

She had taken on board seventy prisoners 
of war from the prison ship before leaving 
New York, and as her hold was filled with 
atores they had been chained on the gua 
deck. As their fate was of little consequence 
the captain did not release tnem, but kept 
nis crew at work in an attempt to get the 
Hussar to the beach before she foundered. 

Hawrers were carried ashore and fasten- 
edt» trees, and an attempt was made te 
warp the vessel in, but before much progress 
had been made she filled, heeled over, tore 
up the trees by the roots and sank in eighty 
teet of water, drowning her menecied 
prisoners.

Later on attempie were made to 
blow up the wreck with dynamite, but up 
to date—unless eome lucky and secretive 
individual hid success and fortune under 
the guiec of failure—the guineas have been 
undisturbed.

Seme of the Curious Metheds Adopted by 
People ef Different Countries. 

The Hindu baby is named when 12 daye 
old, and usually by the mother. Sometimes 
the father wishes for another name than 
that selected by the mcther; in that case 
two lamps are placed over the two names, 
and the name over which the lamp buras 
the brightest is the one given to the 
child. 

In the Egyptian family the nts 
choose a name for their baby by lighting 
three wax candies ; tu each of these they 
givea name, one of the three always be- 
longing to some deified personage. The 
candle that burns the longest bestows the 
Dame upon the baby. 

The Mohammedans sometimes write de- 
sirable names on five slips of paper, and 
these they place in the Koran. The name 
upon the first slip drawn out is given to the 
child. | 

The children of the Ainose, a people living 
in northern Japan, do not receive their 
names until they are.5 years old. It is the 
father who then chooses the name by which 
the child is afterward to be caiied. 

The Chinese give their boy babies a name 
in addityon to their surnames, and they 
must call@femselves by these names until 
they are years old. At that age the 
father gives hie son a new name. 

The Chinese care so little for their girl 
pabies that they do not give them a baby 
name, but just call them Number One, 
Number Two, Number Three, Number 
Four and ¢0 on, according to their birth. 

Boys are thought so much more of in 
China than girls are that if- you ask a Chin- 
ese father who has both a boy and a girl 
how many children he has, he will always 
reply : ** Only one child.” 

Germau parents sometimes change the 
name of their baby if it is ill ; and the Jap- 
anese are said to change the names of their 
children four times.

MODERATE SIZED WARSHIPS. 


Ships of the Wodcrate Size Are Found te 
be the Most Effective. 

The conclusion of Admiral Colomb that 
the battle off the mouth of the Yalu is an 
argument for moderate-sized rather than 
the largest war ships, must he welcome to 
those naval designers who have taken the 
same general view. The inference thus 
drawn is not, to be sure, whelly convincing, 
because none of the ships engaged on either 
side were of the class described by the Ad- 
miral as ‘‘ great vessels that cost £1,000,- 
000.” Hence it still remains to be seen 
what second-class battle ships or protected 
cruisers would do against first-class battle 
ships iike the nine new ones, of the Majee- 
ticand Magnificent class that England is 
now constructing, or is about to lay down. 
Still, it is clear that even the draught of 
such battle ships ae China possessed was 
fatal in the shallow vwatere where they 
fought, and it is also clear that the vessels 
of moderate size on which Japan relied also 
carried batteries powerful enough to over- 
come China's heaviest ships. An English 
expert, in a recent essay on ‘* Moderne 
Dimensions,” presents an argument 
founded on the teachings of history in favor 
of the population that **ships of moderate 
and not simnall dimensions are found to be 
the moat eifective.” Lord Brassey hae 
said that he does not favor putting too 
many eggs into one basket, and thai it is 
better to build a iarge number of vessels o 
the size of the Centurion and the Barfleur 
that a amailer number of the Majestic 
class. The former are of about 10.500 tons 
displacement and the iatter of about 14,-

THE WEEK'S NEWS 


Canun Pentreath, of Winnipeg, will 
robatly be appointed Bishop of New 
\ estminster 

A Chinese leper has been discoverec in 
Victoria, B. C., and send to the jazaretto 
at Darcy island. 

Mr. J. H. Tilden has decided to oppose 
Mayor Stewart at the municipal elections 
in Hamilton, Ont., next January. 

‘The experiment of shipping Canadian 
cattle to France is not likely to prove a 
success, as the French markets are over- 

tocked. 

The report ofthe Fisheries Commission 
on the Pactoecios Province of Onatsrio has 
been submitted, and shows that the waters 
are being depleted of fish by various illegal 
methods. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
hae withdrawn the notice of its intention 
to pay the seven million dollars due on 
the North Shore railway to the Quebec 
Government. 

A man named Switzer created a sensa- 
tion at Tamworth, Onat., last Sunday, by 
baptizing his sister and his tiece in the 
presence of about two hundred people. 


A report has been made to the Manitoba 
Government on affairs inthe town of Morris, 
Man., which shows them to be in very bad 
shape. The Locai Government may come 
to the rescue as the town is badly insolv- 
ent, 

Lieut.-Col. Fred Toller,of the? Governor- 
General’s Foot Guards, has tendered his 
resigna.ion. He will retire with rank, it 
is understood that Mayor W. E. Hodgins, 
of the Justice Department, will be appoint- 
ed to the command. 

Twenty thousand dollars were paid out 
bythe City Treasurer of London, Ont., on 
Thursday to retire a number of debentures 
issued in 1872. This issue bears seven per 
cent. interest, while the city now borrows 
money readily at four and a quarter per 
cent. 

Sir Juhn Gorat, M. P., the eminent Brit- 
ish statesman, has returned to Montreal. 
Referring to his tour througtt Canada, he 
said that he was struck by the capabilities 
of the country, and he wondered at the 
aparse population of British Columbia. 

Owing to rumours that certain Toronto 
aldermer. demanded money from the Tor- 
onto Electric Light Company for the pur- 
pore of securing the acceptance of the 
company’s tender for street lighting, Ald. 
McMurrich has taken steps to secure an 
investigation of the charges by the county 
judge. 

Dr. A. Proudfoot, whe has just been 
appointed to the staff of the Montreal 
General hospital, claims Toronto as his 
native place, having been born at Tra- 
falgar, near that city, and educated at 
Rockwood academy. He was prepared 
for college by the Rev. Chas. Dade, for- 
merly principal of Upper Canada Col- 
lege. 

The Court of Appeals at Montreal on 
Saturday awarded tne Richelieu and On- 
tario Navigation Company the tuli amount 
claimed by them, forty thousand dollars, 
for insurance on the burning of the steamer 
Corinthian two years ago, with two years’ 
interest at six per cent. and costs against 
the insurance companies, sixteen of whom 
are interested, 

A ditfiiculty bas arisen between Mr. 
Vanasse, who was recently appointed ship- 
ping master at Montreal, and the Dominion 
Government, as to whom belong the fees 
derived from entering cattiemen on the 
ship's articles. Mr. Vanasse claims they 
are his, and is backed in this view by Mr. 
Ouimet, while Sir Hibbert Tapper thinks 
they belong to the Dominion Government, 

in connection with the resignation of Mr. 
Hall from the Quebec Treasurership because 
Lieutenant-Governor Chapleau interfered 
in certain financia! negotiations, Dr. Bouri- 
not, Clerk of the House’of Commons, gave 
it as his opinion that the Lieutenant-CGover- 
nor was acting within his constitutional 
powers in pressing his views upon his aci- 
visers, and if his advisors could not accept 
such views then they mst resign.

troops will be sent from India .to protect 
the treaty ports in China.

The Primate of Spain is about to isaue a 
pastoral protesting against the recent con- 
secration of a Protestant Bishop and church 
in Madrid. 

A report from Shanghai says that the 
Emperor of China will very likely be de- 
throned in favor of Prince Kung’s son, who 
will treat with the Japanese. 

Dr. Oertel, of the Hamburg Hygienic 
Institute, ‘as died from Asiatic choiera, 
resulting from an experiment with infected 
water taken from the Vistuia. 

The Uzar, Uzarina, and family left Spala 
on. Sunday for Livadia, in the Crimea, where 
it is expecte i the Czar will stand a better 
chance of recovering from his ii'ness. 

The Chinese Goverunient, after a delay 
of more thana month, has ratified the 
treaty with the United States, providing 
for theexclusion of Ciinese laborers from 
the States. 

The Chinese geueral whose commani 
murdered the Scotch missionary James 
Wyhe, in Sine-Yang, by beating him so 
brutally that he died in a few hours, bas 
been promoted. 

Robbers in Wilna, Russia, recently at- 
tacked a farm-house, and killed the farmer, 
his wiie, their three chiidren, and four 
servants, and carried off a large sum ot 
money. 

The Czarewitch will not go to Darmstadt 
to visit his betrothed, Princess Alix, as 
previously proposed. He will be appointed 
regent during his father’s absence from 
Russia. 

Experiments in Vienna in the infection 
of biood serum for diphtheria are meeting 
with increased success. In cases usually 
considered fatal, three ovt of four recover 
under the new treatment.

IN A MEXICAN MARKET. 
Parrots, Papoien: SE oR fron and Boiled 
Grasshoppers for Sale. 


The articles seen inthe market I -will 
here give as they, were written down dur- 
ing a recent Sunday morning visit, says a 
recent traveller in Mexico. One depart- 
ment is under coverand is filled with 
assorted fruits, including oranges, lemons, 
limes, pineapplea, pears, peaches, plums, 
bananas, quinces, alligator pears, cocoa- 
nuts and manv other tronical fruita. moct 
ct which,owing to the high market tax and 


costly transportation, sell at about our 
prices. The streets and sidewalks in the 
vicinity are lined with men, women and 
children, who are seated on the ground 
surrounded by their market products, 
which include besides the ordinary vege- 
table market product, parrots, pigeons, 
unweaned puppies, game chickens, pet 
lambs, haltered pigs and kids. ‘Then there 
are heape of cld iron, bird cages, cheap 
calico, brass jewelry, boiled corn, potatoes, 
stewed pumpxins, beans, pepper, cooked 
and raw pigs’ feet, sheep heads, hearts, 
lights, and entrails. There are also flints 
and tinder for starting fires, metals,mount- 
ed stone for grinding corn, roots, bark and 
medical herbs and dye woeds. Ciose by 
we see fried shrimp and grasshoppers. 
Each are cooked whole and eaten so, The 
latter are about the size of our common 
grasshopper, bat are entirely red, but as to 
looks ! would just aa. soon try to go the 
common “hopper” of the north. Besides 
these the natives gather the eggs of the 
swamp fly and boil them into a paste and 
eat inem with salt, chili (pepper) and 
tortilias. The fly and ite eggs are each 
sold in the market. The former is some- 
what smalier than the house fly, while the 
eggs are about the size and color of a hay- 
seed. In fact, everything is eaten here 
that the human stomach wiil digest or any- 
thing thatis capable of being converted 
into scup.

A Window Sash Davice.
